recognized him as the confederate of 
Tenabe and stated positively that he is 
the fellow -who fired the bullet into 
her lungs. 


It appears that the case is a snarled 


one but this fact is clear, Ogasawara 
threatened Sito's life some weeks ago 
unless she would give him $300, which 
she refused. The opposition party is 
still harping upon the theme that 
Kimura and his wife poisoned a res- 
taurant keeper so that Kimura could 
come ilnto possession of his property. 
The fact that the restaurant man was 
attended before his death by white 
physicians and that his stomach was 
taken out after death and the contents 
analyzed does not cause them to cease 
their allegations. 


Dan claims that he represents 
the 


relatives of the dead man in Japan and 
wanted the $300 to send them. 


It seems that Dan Is the keeper of 


two slaves. 
One of them was pur- 


chased by him in Japan for $200 sev- 
eral years ago and the 
other was

trade for him.

Precautions Should be Taken 


Editor Journal: 
That is hard 
tc 


answer, but at the same time there are 
quite a few -wheels stolen in Reno 
and certainly some of them mysteri- 
ously disappear from beneath the eyes 
of their rightful owners. 


The reason that so few of them are 


recovered is doubtless due to a slight 
change in the handle bars and sad- 
dle. 
Their changed position makes 


considerable difference in the eyes of 
the owner and as the person who has 
stolen the wheel can make the altera- 
tions In the appearance of the -wheel 
a little at a time, In the course of two 
months 
the 
wheel 
has 
completely 


changed its appearance by the aid of 
the thief 
or one who knows it is a 


stolen machine and who bought it foi 
a song. 


Sometimes the thief 
changes 
the 


wheels in the frame or puts in new 
wheels from another bicycle and also 
changes the saddle or handle bars and 
some times changes the frame with 
another enamel, thereby changing the 
style and appearance of the bike com- 
pletely and the original owner prob- 
ably sees his machine often, but fails 
to recognize it and only could identify 
it by the serial number. 
Seventy-five 


per cent of the bicycle owners in Reno 
do not know the serial numbers of 
their machines. 


Generally, -when a bicycle is stolen, 


the officers are given the serial num- 
ber and are blamed for not recovering 
the bike, but if the tacts are known 
the officers are not to blame for not le- 
covering the 
machine, because 
the 


number of the machine is only good 
when the person rifling it or the per- 
son who has stolen it refuses to give 
it lip, as an officer cannot stop every- 
one on the street who'rides a wheel 
and look all over a machfne to find 
the number, as the numbers of wheels 
are most generally in out of the way 
places. 
So a good description of the 


wheel is better than the number to 
an officer and then iif the party riding 
the machine fails to give it up the 
number is the thing by which to prove 
the rightful ownership. 


The best thing to do in case of a
